A method for storing synchronization information for subsequent playback of 
an evekt on a plurality of client apparatuses, comprising the steps of: 
providing an event stored in memory on at least one of the client apparatuses, 
wherein ttife client apparatuses and a host computer are adapted to be 
connected t<^i network; 

storing information on the host computer for allowing the simultaneous 
playback of the Vvent from the memory on each of the client apparatuses; and 
allowing the infonnation to be downloaded utilizing the network for 
playback after the simultaneous playback.

A compuW program embodied on a computer readable medium for storing 
synchronization information for subsequent playback of an event on a 
plurality of client apparatuses, comprising: 

a code segment for providing an event stored in memory on at least one of 
the client apparatuses, wherein the client apparatuses and a host computer are 
adapted to be connected to a network;

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a code\egment for storing information on the host computer for allowing the 
simultaneous playback of the event from the memory on each of the client 
apparatuses; and 

a code segment for allowing the information to be downloaded utilizing the 
network for playback after the simultaneous playback.
